Holy Week rites focus on paschal mystery

SAN DIEGO — All Holy Week liturgies celebrate the 
paschal mystery of Christ’s passage from mortal to risen 
life, Father Gerard O’Donnell, director of the Office of 
Liturgy and Prayer, said. 

‘‘The Easter Triduum can be seen as a fine gemstone,”’ 
Father O’Donnell said. ‘‘Each day we concentrate on a 
different facet of Christ’s death and resurrection, but keep 
our focus on the entire paschal mystery.”’ 


FOR INSTANCE, a Palm Sunday procession not only 
recalls Christ’s triumphant entry into Jerusalem, but 
symbolizes the pilgrim Church in procession toward the 
heavenly Jerusalem. Uniting our sufferings to Christ’s 
passion, read as the Gospel, enables us to enter His glory, 
he said. 

Mission San Luis Rey’s annual outdoor Palm Sunday 
procession included more than 100 children who sang as 
they marched from the church to the parish center 
grounds. 

The children, students of the mission’s Montessori 
School and school cf religion, marched with their teachers 
and carried symbols of Spring’s ‘‘new life’? — banners, 
balloons and a maypole. Each class made the symbols, 
said Sister Leona Fullenkamp, CPPS, a religion 
instructor. 


TRAILING BEHIND Mass concelebrants, 
Franciscan Fathers Martin McKeon, pastor, and Eric 
O’Brien, associate pastor, was Bob Tupa leading a 
30-year-old Mexican burro, Molly. 

Awaiting the procession were several hundred 
participants gathered before an altar in front of a 
sprawling tree which supported a frame decked with five- 
foot palm branches. Father McKeon began the 
celebration by blessing the palm leaves held by members 
of the assembly. 

“As we begin Holy Week by commemorating Jesus’ 
entrance into Jerusalem, let us imitate His humility and 
be especially thankful for the blessing of our faith,’’ he 
said in his homily.

An account of the passion of the Lord was sung at a 
Palm Sunday Mass offered in USD’s Founder’s Hall 
Chapel, Father Dennis Krouse, University of San Diego 
religious studies professor, said.

This age must enter 
the realm of religion

The following 1s the bishop’s annual Easter message. 

We live in an age that claims for itself to be self- 
sufficient. All genuine evil comes solely from man when 
he claims self-sufficiency. Such self-sufficiency leads to 
escapism, to pessimism and conflict-creating problems of 
injustice, inequity and immorality. It brings about the 
power to dominate and manipulate others. It results in 
violence and terrorism. 


Our age needs to enter the realm of religion, the 
eternal, the spiritual. There is a need for a radical change 
of mind and heart and to place our reliance on God. 
There is a reality about which science cannot speak and 
which technology cannot achieve: that is the resurrection 
of the body. We have to turn to the vision which was 
Christ’s. At Calvary it looked as if Caesar had vanquished 
God. But the tomb does not represent the burying of all 
our hope. 


THE EYES of faith enable us to look beyond the figure 
of the crucified Christ to see the image of the risen Lord, 
transfigured, radiant, kingly in appearance as He 
emerges from the tomb. Those eyes of faith can also see in 
the agony of the world the possibility of achieving God’s 
purpose which is jn the best interest of mankind. But this 
can only be achieved if we place reliance on the risen 
Christ, not on ourselves. A world without God, a world, 
that is, which runs as if God were not, has been tried too 
often in history and always, as we have learned to our cost 
today, has been found wanting. We should put our trust 
in Christ Who died and rose for us. 


The transforming power of Christ’s death and 
resurrection is received by every Christian. Membership 
in a group carries both duties or responsibilities as well as 
privileges, and to be a member of a living organism, the 
Church, is to be totally identified with the body of Christ. 
First the theology of the cross is enfleshed in the body of 
Christ, the Church, but secondly the theology of the 
resurrection is enfleshed in the body of Christ, the 
Church. 

Christ’s gift of Himself culminates in the 
resurrection. Recognition of the risen Lord cannot be 
separated from sharing in the radical meanings of His life, 
mission and death. Until the would-be disciples accept the 
meaning of Christ’s death, they cannot credibly proclaim 
His resurrection. Everything that belongs to Jesus. is 
given for us to receive. All that Jesus does we may also do. 


JESUS DOES noi speak of us as second-class citizens. 
He does not withhold anything from us: ‘‘I have made 
known to you everything I have learned from my Father’ 
(John 15:15). ‘“Whoever believes in me will perform the 
same works as I do myself’’ (John 14:12). Jesus wants us 
to be where He is. In His priestly prayer, He leaves no 
doubt about His intentions: ‘‘Father, may they be one in 
us, as you are in me and I am in you... I have given them 
the glory you gave me, that they may be one as we are 
one.’’ Our relationship is one with the Father through 
Jesus the resurrected Christ. We are lifted up to become 
partakers of the divine life. 


The resurrection is nothing more than the overflowing 
of the goodness of God. His nature is meant to be creative 
and fruitful. Christ’s resurrection is God’s assurance to us 
that we will never die and never be ultimately defeated. 
The resurrection has power to transform our lives. The 
more we accept its truth, its reality, the greater will be the 
change in our attitudes toward God and in our view of the 
world in which we live. 


When one day we shall see God as He truly is, we shall 
understand the richness and fullness of life itself with all 
its wonders and beauty. We shall realize too the 
perfection and origin of all love is in Him. These things lie 
beyond us now; they are beyond our understanding. But 
we can see enough to know that life and love in Jesus 
Christ could not possibly be extinguished, could not be 
defeated. With Him they would, so to speak, rise again 
and become then His gift to us. 


HE WANTS to give us His love. He wants to give His 
life. He will do so if we want to receive them from Him. 
This is what St. Paul meant when he wrote: ‘‘Now the 
new life has been given to us.’’ That life made St. Paul 
say: “‘I live now, not I, but Christ lives in me.’’ (Gal. 
2:20) We draw strength not from ourselves and our own 
resources but from faith and union with Jesus Christ. In 
our name and for our sake He won a final victory over 
darkness and death. His resurrection from the dead is the 
foundation of our Christian faith; of our life and our love.

SEXIST LANGUAGE — The Bishops’ 
Committee of the Liturgy plans to 
“commission a scholarly review’’ of the issues 
of sexism in liturgical language, Archbishop 
Daniel Pilarczyk of Cincinnati, committee 
chairman, said March 29. The archbishop, 
reporting results of a committee meeting in 
Chicago earlier in the month, praised the 
Vatican Congregation for Divine Worship for 
its recent decision to establish a commission to 
study the question of inclusive language in the 
liturgy. 


REAGAN AT ST. JOHN’S — President 
Reagan presented his economic policy before a 
generally enthusiastic St. John’s University 
student body in New York March 28, telling 
the students that ‘‘the house we hope to build 
is one that is not for my generation but for 
yours.’’ At St. John’s, Reagan addressed a 
university-sponsored economic forum and 
received an honorary doctor of laws degree. 
The Vincentian-run school is the largest 
Catholic university in the country with an 
enrollment of 18,000. Although most of his 
talk was enthusiastically received, Reagan 
received only scattered applause when he 
defended his proposed $2.3 billion reduction in 
financial aid for college students. 


SEEKING CREDIBILITY? — The Rev. 
Sun Myung Moon’s Unification Church has 


spent millions of dollars to bring its message to 
300,000 American priests and ministers in 
recent months. Its promotion package, which 
one priest characterized as an effort at 
“‘begging for credibility,’’ consists of three 
videotapes and two books explaining 
Unification principles. Follow-up letters from 
Moon, currently serving a term in prison for 
tax evasion, ask the Christian churchmen to 
evaluate the material. Marty Bratti, a public 
affairs aide at the church national 
headquarters in New York, said the campaign 
sought to counteract widespread hatred, 
distrust and misunderstanding of the 
Unification Church by explaining clearly its 
real beliefs and practices. 


‘PROPHETIC VOICES’ — The regional 
encuentro in Atlanta was part of a process that 
will enable Hispanics to ‘‘raise their prophetic 
voices’’ for the Church, according to the priest 
organizing the national pastoral encuentro. 
More than 300 representatives of the dioceses 
in the southeast region attended the March 
21-24 Atlanta encuentro, or encounter. The 
encounter will culminate at a Washington 
gathering Aug. 15-18. 


DIALOGUE NEEDED — Pope John Paul 
II has asked Lebanon’s warring factions to 
begin ‘‘a constructive dialogue founded on 
mutual confidence and civil peace.’’ The pope 
told Lebanese to end ‘‘exaggerated revenge, 
the use of force and insensibility’’ in the face of 
suffering. He made his pleas March 29 to a 
group of Lebanese legislators visiting the 
Vatican.

“Catacomb” Life for Catholics in Arabia 

As we drive to and from our parish Mass each Sunday the worst problem we have to face 
is probably getting out of the parking lot without losing our temper. We are unusually 
blessed with the freedom to worship in our own way, in our own time. 


Not so those Catholics in countries where Islam is predominant. Take the case of those 
in the oil-rich Arabian countries, those tiny but affluent states like Bahrain, North and 
South Yemen, Oman, Kuwait and the Arab Emirates. Catholics there number only 
500,000 out of a total population of 22 millions, or less than 3 percent of the total. They are 
mainly migrant workers in the oilfields and refineries, Christian Arabs from elsewhere in 


These Catholics are spread over a wide area and have only 25 priests and 76 Sisters to 
look after their religious needs. In addition to the scarcity of priests and Sisters, their 
greatest concern is the ‘‘catacomb life’’ that the Catholic community is obliged to lead, 


Their ministers, including the Vicar Apostolic, are not allowed to be seen as ministers, 
but must enter the region as “‘workers.’’ Their places of worship must have no external 
signs, such as a cross. They are usually aircraft hangers or rooms in foreign embassies. 


Everything that could give evidence of religious activitiy is forbidden and the faithful are 
prohibited from going from one camp to another for Mass, or even to seek the assistance of

Holy Communion. We promise to have our bodies 
broken and our lives poured out in the service of our 
neighbor.’ 


IT IS NOT recommended that parishes observe the 
Seder meal, the Jewish commemoration of the exodus 
from Egypt, Father O’Donnell said. The North American 
Academy of Liturgists Task Force on Jewish-Christian 
Relationship recently asked that this celebration by 
Christians be discontinued. 


‘‘Our trying to reenact the Jewish meal would be like 
the Jews attempting to reenact the Mass,’’ he explained. 
“Tf the Seder meal is done, it should not be 
Christianized.” 


On Good Friday the cross symbolizes victory, not 
defeat, he said. ‘“The use of a jeweled cross in the early 
church showed Christians celebrating, not mourning, 
Christ’s death. Today a wooden cross should be 
venerated during this liturgy instead of a crucifix.’’ 


ST. JOHN’S gospel, which portrays the cross as Jesus’ 
throne and His death as triumph, is read on Good Friday. 
“This narrative excludes the agony in the garden and 
portrays Jesus as always being in control,’’ as when He 
handed His spirit over to His Father, Father O’Donnell 
added. 


The Good Friday liturgy calls forth our gratitude that 
Christ’s broken body has made us whole and urges us to 
take up our cross in loving one another as Jesus loves us, 
he said. 


The practice of not celebrating Mass during the Good 
Friday liturgy dates back to the early Church which 
joined in the two-day fast of catechumens preparing for 
baptism. ‘‘The Eucharist is a celebration of joy’’and 
would have been inappropriate during this time of 
penance, Father Krouse said. 


“THE EASTER Vigil which celebrates Christ’s 
passover from death to life is the most important feast of 
the Church year,’’ said Father O’Donnell. ‘‘It is an ideal 
time to celebrate baptism’’ which symbolizes a triumph of 
grace over sin. 


The catechumens receive Baptism, Holy Communion 
and Confirmation during this service. The Easter fire 


he Himself, by analogy with food and drink, fills our 
spiritual being, ensuring its life, as food and drink do,’’ 
the bishop said.

Final draft of economics pastoral delayed

WASHINGTON (NC) — The final text of the U.S. 
bishops’ pastoral letter on the economy will be delayed 
until 1986, it was announced April 1. 


A second draft, originally due this spring, will be 
delayed until this September. 


THE NEW plan could lead to a special 1986 spring 
meeting of the bishops just to debate and vote on the 
economics pastoral. Otherwise the vote would probably 
come at the bishops’ regular fall meeting in November 
1986. 


Completion of the economic pastoral was originally 
scheduled for this November, with a full second draft due 


from which the paschal candle representing Christ is 
lighted shows the triumph of light over darkness, he said. 
The Liturgy of the Word with readings of early salvation 
history ‘‘tell us who we are as a people,”’ he said. 

The Easter Vigil theme will be echoed in the anthem 
sung during Communion by St. Brigid’s Church choir, 
Behold Lights Glittering Morn, which includes the hymn,

this spring for discussion at a June national meeting of the 
bishops in Collegeville, Minn. 

But many bishops wanted more time to take ‘‘full 
advantage of the rich debate’’ that has had ‘‘an almost 
unprecedented level’’ of grassroots involvement, said 
Bishop James Malone.of Youngstown, Ohio, president of 
the National Conference of Catholic Bishops and U.S. 
Catholic Conference. 


SOME BISHOPS also said they wanted more time ‘‘to 
prepare for effective pastoral and educational follow-up,”’ 
he said. The delay would also allow time for fuller 
discussion of a chapter on food and agriculture, he added. 
That chapter was not yet written when the first draft was 
issued. 


Bishop Malone wrote to the nation’s bishops March 29 
to inform them of the new timetable for the pastoral. His 
letter was made public three days later. 


The pastoral letter on Catholic social teaching and the 
U.S. economy is being drafted by a five-bishop committee 
headed by Archbishop Rembert Weakland of Milwaukee. 


The new schedule, Bishop Malone said, calls for: 


e May 10, 1985: Completion and mailing to the 
bishops of the food and agriculture chapter. Originally 
that was to have been sent out in mid-April. 


e June 14-18, 1985: The bishops, gathered for 
their meeting in Collegeville, discuss ‘‘a substantive 
outline’ of the proposed second draft and ‘‘a synthesis of 
the major comments and reactions to the first draft.’’ 
Originally, a full second draft was to be in the bishops’ 
hands by the June meeting. 


e¢ September 1985: Completion and mailing to 
bishops of a second draft. The original deadline for this 
was mid-May. 

e Nov. 11-15, 1985: Discussion of the second draft 
— but no voting — at the bishops’ yearly fall meeting in 
Washington. Originally this was the time planned for 
debate and voting on a final draft. 


e 1986: Discussion and vote on a final draft. 


Archbishop Weakland and Bishop Malone both 
stressed that desires for a delay of the pastoral came 
primarily from bishops around the country, but 
Archbishop Weakland said his committee welcomed the 
extension. 


Bishop Malone said that at a mid-March meeting of the 
USCC Administrative Board, which consists of nearly 50 
bishops from around the country, ‘‘there appeared to be 
general agreement”’ that the letter should be delayed. 


ARCHBISHOP Weakland’s committee met in 
Chicago the weekend after the board meeting. In 
response to the views expressed at the board meeting, the 
committee members proposed a new timetable, which was 
then approved by the leadership of the USCC. 


The decision on when to debate the final draft will be 
made by the body of bishops when they meet this June, 
Bishop Malone said.

Born again and again 


It was a moment of spiritual insight. It didn’t occur in a 
candlelit chapel or in a mountain glen. It happened at a service 
station, along one of California’s freeways. 


I was washing my hands, preparatory to leaving the men’s 
room. A man came in and hailed me in a Swaggart-Graham- 
Falwell tone of voice. ‘‘Brother, have you been born again?”’ 


All my defenses became operative. It was the wrong place, the 
wrong question, the wrong time. But my questioner seemed to 
think it was the best time in the world, and was busily launching 
Bible quotes at me. No doubt the approach had been effective in 
the past. 


I took.a deep breath and prepared to counter-attack, when the 
thought hit me: I have been born again. But not just once. I had 
been born again, and again and again. ; 


When I shared this with the bathroom evangelist, his manner 
changed and his assurance dwindled. He stepped back, started to 
look around the room. The more I spoke about my life, the more 
his body language said that he wanted to get away from me. He 
did not want to listen, only to speak. Finally, he handed me a 
tract and said ‘‘Read this.’’ I had been dismissed. 


Back on the freeway, I kept thinking about having been born 
again and again. My life had been a continual living of the 


paschal cycle of dying and rising, falling apart and getting back - 


together, thinking all was secure only to be surprised by the Spirit 
once again. Most of this had not been of my own choosing, but 
was simply the way of things. 


Later I focused on the fact that Jesus had died and risen, not 
just once, but many times. Not literally, of course, but really. I 
believe it was a passage in a book by Father Joseph Donders 
which made this point. 


Every time Jesus was faced with a dead end, He experienced a 
“little death’’ and was called to rise above it. It happened at 
Cana, when there no longer was any wine. It happened when 
there was no food for that vast gathering in the desert. It 
happened when there was no life in the body of a close friend 
named Lazarus. It happened so many times. No wine, no food, 
no life. Each time, it was Jesus who overcame the obstacle, or 
conquered the pessimism, or made a surprise out of a sure thing. 


He believed in possibilities. Because He knew the Father, He 
always expected the unexpected. So it was with Moses before 
Him, so it was with Peter and Paul after Him. 


So it can be with all those who follow this Master of surprises. 
Sure, there are days when I would prefer a stagnant pond to the 
surging rapids. There are also situations in which the surprise or 
the chance for growth is not pleasant at all. In fact, it is never 
pleasant. For me to change, something must die. For me to move 
ahead, something must be left behind. In those times, I am 
probably like the Hebrew people who wished Moses had left 
them alone to live out their days as slaves in Egypt, in 
comfortable certitude.

But Resurrection does mean change. Jesus did not ‘‘come 
back’’ from the grave. He was changed and transformed in a 
puzzling way which was obvious to those who knew Him best. 
His transformation led to a transformation in them, and the 
shock waves from this event rippled throughout the rest of their 
lives. 


How might I internalize the Resurrection? How might I 
become a witness of its power? First, by becoming conscious of 
the rhythm of my life. The Old Testament prays “Teach us to 
number our days aright.’’ Each one of our lives is arranged in 
cycles of dying and rising, of being born again and again. To be 
conscious of this rhythm gives power and peace. Power to 
persevere and to be flexible. Peace in the face of terror at the 
present moment. 


I witness to the Resurrection by knowing that others are also 
called to be born again and again. Very practical consequences 
flow from this knowledge. It is a tragic mistake for us to be more 
severe than God. He alone knows the secrets of the human heart. 
He has said many times and in many ways that change is always 
an option. 


When I believe the Resurrection, it can also penetrate my 
mind to the extent that I look at the world differently. I now take 
care to notice signs of hope in the world. I don’t nurture a 
pessimism which keeps tally of all the causes for gloom and 
despair. I realize and witness to the fact that good is stronger than 
evil. Love is stronger than death.

The fabric of my being...

his family who were Lay Mission Helpers; and last but certainly 
not least, witnessing my congregation reaching outward since 
Vatican II — searching, probing, discerning the signs of the 
times — ‘‘even ’til now, even ’til now.’’

Sacraments are community affairs 


Q.: I recently asked my parish priest to baptize our new 
baby at our home. I had invited a whole group of relatives 
and friends, and I thought a home baptism would be more 
personal. However, my parish priest informed me that home 
baptisms were against church law. Why are home baptisms 
forbidden? 


A.: One of the main values emphasized by church law in 
sacramental celebrations is the communal nature of the 
sacraments. As a general rule, the sacraments are to be 


celebrated in the presence of the ecclesial community. In this - 


way, the connection between the Church and its sacramental 
actions is strengthened. 


Church law says that, except for an emergency, the proper 
place for a baptism is a church. The law goes on to say that 
baptisms are not to be celebrated in private homes unless some 
very serious reason warrants it. 


The church building represents the place where the 
community gathers for worship. Since the person to be baptized, 
whether infant or adult, is-being initiated into a worshipping 
community, it makes very good liturgical sense for a baptism to 
be celebrated in the midst of the worshipping community. For 
that reason, some churches celebrate baptism during their main 
Sunday masses. 


It is certainly understandable that parents would want a special 
event like a baptism to be warm and personal. Parents have a 
right to a baptismal celebration that is liturgically inspirational. 
If, for whatever reason, good liturgy cannot be obtained at one’s 
parish church, the solution is not to flee to a private home. 


_Rather, one. should work with the priests and parish liturgical 


committee to improve baptismal celebrations, so that they 
respond to appropriate parental expectations. 


There seems to be a tendency today to privatize or 
individualize sacramental celebrations. People who are getting 
married or parents preparing for their child’s baptism want these 
ceremonies to be private affairs. However, by their very nature, 
sacraments ‘are community affairs and their celebration must 
reflect this important Church awareness.

compelled to lavish on me in my extreme youth, told of a 
miraculous fall of snow on the day of her profession, and 
how she saw in it the loving approval and affirmation of 
God. In my tropical homeland I had no trouble 
appreciating exactly what she must have felt. What could 
be more marvelous than for snow to fall where and when 
it should not logically have fallen? What could better 
symbolize the gentle touch of a gentle God? 


Of course, for those who live or were raised in areas 
where snow can be a serious hazard, the significance that 
seems so remarkable to me may be, to put it mildly, 
elusive. Perhaps, for them, the appearance of spring 
flowers and golden sunshine will carry the same impact, 
have the same kind of meaning. As though nature were 
signaling a difference, a specialness, about Easter it could 
not help communicate! 


FOR THE Israelites in the desert, manna looked like 
snow. And what did the manna mean to them? Relief and 
nourishment after ordeal. Witness of God’s enduring care 
of His people in their need. Maybe it is some spiritual 
hunger pain that connects the idea of snow at Easter with 
the fall of manna? Sunshine is a blessing. Rain is a 
blessing. But snow! Snow is a miracle, at least for me. 


_ The infinite variety of minute, precisely symmetrical 
crystals, clustering together as though their astonishing 
beauty were nothing to remark on. Falling to the earth to 
melt and drop away before we have had time to do more 
than gasp — eluding our grasp as the movement of the 


Spirit eludes our compresension. ‘They have a substance 
we cannot possess, a moment we cannot hold — like the 
times in prayer when so briefly we encounter the reality of 
God. 


There is, too, the sense of newness. After a snowfall, 
the carpet of brilliant white, contour-softening, sound- 
muffling, lies untouched, inviting footprints, awaiting our 
mark. It is like the pristine purity of the Christian soul, 
freed of sin by the sacrifice on the cross, new and fresh, 
inviting new direction, new commitment — all because of 
Easter and the quiet joy of God’s promise realized. 


THIS SEASON is full of symbols of new life, of 
course. The Easter eggs and bunnies that have filled shop 
windows and counters for weeks come into their own. The 
representations of the Paschal Lamb and sweetbreads are 
around to enchant us. There will be Easter baskets and 
Easter bonnets and Easter cards to delight us and 
augment the profits of our moneychangers. There will be 
alleluias and amens and happy glad-sounding hymns. 


It will be, as always, a joyful day and people will smile 
at each other just a little more warmly, because it is 
Easter, and look a little more fondly on the little children 
who do not understand how they, too, symbolize new life 
for us. In the event it will not matter if it rains or if the 
sunshines, because the day will have its own power. 


But it would be lovely if it snowed here in the 
mountains, wouldn’t it? 


Carmel Valley Cemetery described 


The first account in the diocesan archives of the Carmel 
Valley Ranch-Cemetery, also called the Del Mar 
Cemetery in the death register of St. James Church, is 
contained in a letter from San Diego attorney William L. 
Morrison to diocesan attorney Nicholas J. Martin, dated 
Jan. 3, 1938. He enclosed a sketch in connection with a 
10-acre tract used as a cemetery at the Carmel Valley 
Ranch which was owned by Mercy Hospital in San 
Diego. It was used exclusively as a cemetery for many 
years. 


The first recorded burial listed in the diocesan archives 
was Juana Jarequi who died Feb. 14, 1919, of old age. 
She was ‘‘buried with a High Mass in the 10-acre church 
plot in Carmel Valley.’’ So states her death and burial 
entry. An account, however, in the May 16, 1976, issue 
of The San Diego Union states that the cemetery was 
established in 1900. 


THE RANCH and the cemetery go back to the

Women 


The U.S. bishops’ proposed pastoral is in trouble. Not 
the one on the economy, but that on women. Already it is 
clear that the bishops may be in a no-win situation. Yet, it 
could be hoped that sober reflections on the role of women 
in the Church might be helpful to all. 


The pastorals always begin with scriptural foundations. 
Possibly the authors could pay special attention to 
scriptural Easter accounts and note the important part 
that women play there. 


THIS YEAR’S gospel reading for the Easter Vigil is 
from St. Mark. It states that there were three women, 
Mary Magdalene, Mary the mother of James, and 
Salome, who went to anoint Jesus. Met by a young man 
dressed in a white robe, they became frightened. They 
were reassured with the instruction, ‘‘Go now, and tell 
His disciples and Peter that He is going ahead of you to 
Galilee.’’ 


Mark adds that they fled, bewildered and trembling, 
and because of fear, ‘‘they said nothing to anyone.’’ The 
present continuation (C. 16, vs. 9-20) is part of the 
authentic Scripture as accepted by the Church. The first 
verse there says that Jesus appeared to Mary Magdalene, 
who went and told the Apostles, who ‘‘would not believe 
it : 

St. Matthew lists two women, Mary Magdalene and 
“‘the other Mary,’’ who did not come to anoint, but ‘‘to 
see the tomb.’’ There’s an angel (in Mark, the stone was 


McGonigle Family and their 2,040 acres. They were Irish 
descendants who homesteaded the area in the late 1800’s, 
and after whom the valley or canyon was named. It is still 
listed as McGonigle Canyon on the AAA maps of San 
Diego County. The McGonigles are buried in the 
cemetery but no markers remain to locate the grave. The 
family was unable to pay a $4,000 mortgage on the land, 
and so they offered 1,000 acres to the Sisters of Mercy in 
return for sufficient funds to clear the mortgage. 


The ranch was acquired with the approval of Bishop 
George Montgomery. A vacation house of three stories 
was built, and the land called Mt. Carmel Ranch. Of the 
1,000 acres, 300 were used for farming. By 1938, the land 
was partially fenced and developed with citrus groves. 
There was one residence only, and no indication then, so 
it is written, of any graves. It was bounded by Carmel 
Valley Road and Strawberry Fields Road. 


A small ravine divided the tract between a Catholic 


portion and a Protestant section on the east end of the 
cemetery. The Catholic section has several markers. The 
Mexican-American laborers who settled in Eden Gardens 
in South Solana Beach buried their dead here, although a 
few others from outlying districts were also interred in the 
plot. The latest burial under a large newly cemented 
family plot was for Ray ‘‘Telly’’ Gutierrez, whose burial 
date is March 12, 1980. 


THE CEMETERY was within the boundaries of the 
larger tract of some 1,000 acres owned by the Sisters of 
Mercy Hospital then known as St. Joseph’s Hospital and 
Sanatorium. The title to the cemetery tract was conveyed 
to Bishop George Montgomery, of Monterey-Los 
Angeles from 1896 to 1902, and then title went to the 
Bishop of San Diego, Charles Francis Buddy, by right of 
succession. On Sept. 6, 1938, the property was dedicated 
for cemetery purposes by Bishop Buddy, San Diego’s first 
bishop.

rolled back; here the angel had rolled back the stone and 
sits on it), with the same message. The women go in fear 
but also with great joy. 


ST. LUKE identifies more women: Mary Magdalene, 
Mary the mother of James, Joanna, ‘‘and others.’’ They 
too brought oils to anoint Jesus. Again the stone is rolled 
back,-but there are two men inside the tomb. The message 
is the same: they and the disciples will meet Jesus in 
Galilee. There is no specific instruction to tell the 11, but 
they did so. = 


St. John has Mary Magdalene all alone, except for the 
curious phrase in verse two, where she says to Peter, 
‘*They took the Lord from the tomb, and we do not know 
where they put Him.’’ Again, two angels are inside, but 
no message. It is Jesus Who tells her what to say to the 
disciples. 


So what is important in these scriptures is that women 
were the first ones to see the empty tomb and to see Jesus. 
As scripture scholar Reginald Fuller puts it: ‘“Women 
had a primary and essential role to play in the witness to 
the Resurrection.”’ 


SCRIPTURE SAYS that the Apostles did not believe 
the women’s story and had to discover it for themselves. 
The hard-headed bunch who had been with Jesus, who 
had heard His story, and who should have known better, 
did not understand nor accept the women’s testimony. 
That sounds familiar. 


The gospel tradition sees women in the Resurrection 
narratives as important for our faith. Why not? Scripture 
says God is no respector of persons; He uses each one 
according to his talent. Why were women not included in 
the list of Apostles? Because patriarchs of the 12 tribes of 
Israel were men, and the Apostles were to be their New 
Testament replacements. But in listing disciples, women 
are included. We do not have many names, but surely 
there were quite a few more who found faith in Jesus. 
That fact comes out in the Acts, and St. Paul was helped 
greatly by devout women of some importance. 


Historians of the time report that there were women 
who headed households, who ran businesses, who had 
independent help, who traveled with their own slaves and 
servants. Paul even noted that some women became 
converts to Christianity without their husbands’ consent, 
which gave rise to our famous Pauline privilege. We know 
that women exercised important social roles in the 
Pauline missionary activitiy and in the life of the 
congregations. 


AS WE hear the Easter story, remember Magdalene 
was told by Christ to tell the Apostles. For Him, at least, 
as Paul says, there was ‘‘neither male nor female; we are 
all to be one in Christ.’’ Easter Sunday is a day to rejoice 
that thanks to the ministry of some women, the rest of the 
Church first heard from them the Good News that Jesus 
had risen from the dead and we would see Him again. 
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House gives Reagan 
21 more MX missiles 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The House of 
Representatives gave President Reagan 21 more MX 
missiles in successive votes March 26 and 28, ‘despite 
opposition registered earlier by leading U.S. bishops. 


The House followed the lead of the Senate, which had 
approved the $1.5-billion missile production program the 
previous week. 

WHILE SENATE approval came with a comfortable 
margin, the House votes were closer. On March 26 it 
authorized production of the 21 new missiles by a 219-213 
vote, and two days later it appropriated the money to 
build them by a vote of 217-210. 


Edward Doherty, political-military affairs specialist for 
the U.S. Catholic Conference, called the MX approval 
“‘regrettable.’’ 


He said, however, that the closeness of the votes, even 
after heavy arm-twisting by the Reagan administration, 
‘shows that there’s a great deal of doubt as to the utility 
of the MX missile.’’ 


REAGAN BUSED dozens of House members to the 
White House March 25 for an MX pep talk. 


He also called U.S. arms control negotiator Max 
Kampelman, a registered Democrat, back to Washington 
from Geneva, Switzerland, where the. United States and 
Soviet Union are in the midst of peace talks, to promote 
the MX to hesitant members of Congress. 


Reagan, who calls the MX the ‘‘peacekeeper,’’ had 
argued that the nuclear weapon is necessary to 
demonstrate U.S. strength to the Soviet Union as the 
arms talks continue. 


“THE BIG question now,’’ said Doherty, “‘is 
whether, having touted the MX as a bargaining chip, 
Reagan will really be ready to bargain with it’’ in the 
Geneva talks. 


The appropriation for 21 new MX missiles brings the 
total of MXs authorized and funded to 42. Congress is 
due to consider a proposed appropriation of $3.2 billion 
for another 48 MXs later this year. 


The House and Senate actions on the MX came despite 
appeals in letters from leading Catholic bishops urging 
Congress to reject the controversial nuclear missile. 


CARDINAL JOSEPH L. Bernardin of Chicago, 
Archbishop John J. O’Connor of New York and Bishop 
James Malone of Youngstown, Ohio, president of the 
U.S. Catholic Conference, in separate messages released 
March 17, opposed the weapon.

They said they regarded it as potentially destabilizing 
to the balance of power, and they argued that the money 
should be allocated instead to addressing serious human 
needs. 


In addition, Bishop Maurice Dingman of Des Moines, 
Iowa, met with members of Congress, urging opposition 
to the MX, which he termed ‘‘immoral.’’ He encouraged 
support for beleaguered farmers instead.

SILVER SPRING, Md. (NC) — The Leadership 
Conference of Women Religious has named a search 
committee to find a new executive director when Sister 
Lora Ann Quinonez completes her service to the 
conference in September 1986. 


Sister Quinonez, a native of Honduras and a member 
of the Congregation of Divine Providence, has been the 
LCWR’s chief administrative officer since September 
1978. 
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THE CONFERENCE is a national organization of 
more than 550 leaders of congregations of Sisters. Its 
national secretariat in Silver Spring, a suburb of 
Washington, provides a variety of research, 
communication and other resource services for women 
Religious across the country. 


It also collaborates with the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, the Conference of Major Superiors of 
Men and other U.S. church organizations, and it 


_represents concerns of U.S. women Religious in dealings 


with the Vatican. 


The LCWR said it is seeking a woman Religious with 
strong leadership and organizational skills to succeed 
Sister Quinonez. It said the search committee will accept 
applications through June 1, 1985. 
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Trial, punishment urged 
for Romero’s assassins 


SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador (NC) — Archbishop 
Arturo Rivera Damas of San Salvador, joined by 
thousands March 24 in commemorating the fifth 
anniversary of the assassination of his predecessor, 
Archbishop Oscar Romero, urged the government to 
investigate the slaying and punish the guilty. 


During a memorial Mass in San Salvador’s cathedral, 
Archbishop Rivera Damas called the slain clergyman a 
‘‘martyr’’ and said ‘‘his death must be clarified and those 
guilty must be punished.”’ 


AN ESTIMATED 5,000 people were inside the 
cathedral for the Mass. An estimated 1,000 stood outside, 
listening to the ceremony over loudspeakers. 


Archbishop Romero was killed by a single bullet on 
March 24, 1980, as he celebrated Mass in the chapel of a 
hospital for cancer patients. 


After he became head of the San Salvador Archdiocese 
in 1977, the archbishop was a strong critic of the 
government’s human rights record. Some government 
supporters considered him sympathetic to anti- 
government guerrillas. 


SALVADORAN right-wing politicians have been 
linked by congressional testimony, a magazine report and 
a former top Salvadoran intelligence official to the killing. 


Salvadoran President Jose Napoleon Duarte has 
assigned the case to a special investigating commission, 
but the commission has no authority to release or take 
action on its findings, said a report of a U.S. human 
rights group. The group, the Lawyers Committee for 
International Human Rights, said the panel must deliver 
its information and recommendations either to Duarte or 
the Salvadoran attorney general, who is closely linked to 
the nation’s ultra-right ARENA Party. 


Critics say that the investigation was shelved by the 
attorney general.

Doctors guard quality of life, Koop says

NEW YORK (NC) — The government stepped in to 
protect handicapped newborn infants because often 
physicians do not, Dr. C. Everett Koop, surgeon general 
of the United States, said March 29. 


Koop said that in his lifetime the attitudes of physicians 
and health care workers have shifted from the Hippocratic 
standard of protecting all life to emphasis on ‘‘quality of 
life.’ Also being considered, he said, is not only the 
individual’s quality of life but how it might affect the 
quality of life of family members and others. 


‘““SOMEBODY HAS to step in,”’ he said. 


Koop said if he were still in private practice he might 
dislike government regulations on treatment of babies 
born with handicaps. But he said he would recognize that 
‘*attitudinal change among my fellow physicians’’ made 
it necessary. 


Koop spoke on the second day of a conference at 
Fordham University on ‘“The Handicapped Newborn in 
American Society.’’ Other sponsors were the Storer 
Foundation; the Institute for the Study of Disability Law, 
Medicine and Ethics; and the National Legal Center for 
the Medically Dependent and Disabled. 


KOOP CITED his own long experience in treating ill 
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newborns. ‘‘The effort we put into those youngsters has 
made my life worthwhile,’’ he said. He told of one patient 
who had required 55 operations but is now a college 
student. 


In his address, a discussion period and later press 
conference, Koop criticized the physicians who advised 
withholding treatment in the cases of two infants born 
with handicaps, a boy in Bloomington, Ind., called Baby 
Doe, and a girl on Long Island called Baby Jane Doe. 
The baby boy died, but the girl was later treated and went 
home to live with her parents.

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Fray Serra rebuilds Mission San Diego, moves on  » |» 


Fray Junfpero Serra supervised the 
rebuilding of Mission San Diego during 
the deep fall of October 1776. It was 
necessary to put the 7,000 adobe bricks 
into place ahead of the approaching rainy 
season. 

On Oct. 25, 1776, with Fray Gregorio 
Amurrio, 11 soldiers and an equal 
number of mules bearing packs and 
provisions, Serra set out for the valley of 
Capistrano. There he found the cross 
erected earlier by Lasuén still standing. 
He had the bells which were buried, 
unearthed and hung from beams, ready 
to call the heathens to their new Christian 
home. 


An enramada was set up and an 
improvised altar placed within it. There, 
on Nov. 1, 1776, the feast of All Saints, 
Serra sung a High Mass and declared 
California’s seventh mission founded. 


SERRA DESCRIBED Capistrano as a 
“place with abundant water, pasture, 
firewood and timber,’’ as well.as an area 
containing plentiful Indian ranchertas. The 
presidente selected Amurrio and Fray Pablo 
de Mugartegui as the missionaries for the 
place, declaring that both were men of

“‘zeal, talent and religious spirit.’’ As a 
result of their labors, he hoped to see 
rapid progress made. 


On Nov. 3, Serra set out for San 
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Gabriel to get a few Christian Indians to 
serve as interpreters and preceptors of the 
pagan Indians at Capistrano and to bring 
provisions and a herd of cattle for the new 
foundation. 


While returning to San Juan 
Capistrano, Serra had a narrow escape. 
With a single soldier and a San Gabrial 
Indian, he was ahead of the pack train. 
Suddenly they came face-to-face with a 
hostile group of natives, painted and 
armed, ready to strike. The Gabrielefino 
Indian yelled out to them in their own 
tongue, telling them not to kill the padre 
and warning them that there were soldiers 
close behind. The ruse worked and the 
Indians desisted. 


SERRA DID not shun the attackers. 
When they had been pacified, he called to 
them, placed the sign of the cross over 
them all and gave them glass beads. 
Later, when the presidente related the 
incident, he said that he thought surely 
the end had come. 


The presidente probably spent Christmas 
at San Luis Obispo. He later convinced 
Lasuén to take on the post of missionary

at San Diego. Though at first reluctant, 
Lasuén eventually ‘‘bowed his neck to the 
yoke.”’ 


Early in January, Serra reached his 
headquarters at San Carlos Borromeo. 
During his absence, the friars there had 
baptized 23 more persons, bringing the 
total number of christenings at San 
Carlos to 441. Also during that time, the 
presidio of San Francisco and Missions San 
Francisco and Santa Clara had been 
founded.

Youth challenged to struggle against evil

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John 
Paul II called on the world’s youths to use 
their strength ‘‘not for the struggle of one 
against another’’ but for “‘the struggle 
against evil.’’ 


In a 15,000-word apostolic letter, 
released by the Vatican March 26, the 
pope called on young people to struggle 
against ‘‘the real evil,’’ which, he said, 
means a struggle ‘‘against everything that 
offends God.’? The pope said that 
includes ‘‘injustice, exploitation, 
falsehood, deceit and ‘‘éverything that 
profanes human society and human 
relationships’ and ‘‘every crime against 
life.”” 


TITLED, ‘‘TO the Youth of the 
World,”’ the letter was dated March 31 to 
coincide with a Vatican-sponsored 
celebration expected to bring more than 
150,000 young people to the Vatican 
March 30-31 to commemorate the U.N. 
International Youth Year. 


The pope noted the common instincts 
of young people who question the causes 
of injustice, hunger, systematic violence 
and abuse. 


Young people also rightly ask, he said, 
why scientific and technological progress 
turn against humanity in so many ways. 
Pope John Paul said youth ask whether 
they will succeed in changing this state of 
affairs. 


THE POPE also advised youths to 
educate themselves by building character 
and warned them not to be critical, 
skeptical or cynical. 


In an apparent reference to television, 
he warned young people to resist the 
temptations of ‘‘a type of entertainment 
business that distracts people from a 
serious commitment in life and 
encourages passivity, selfishness and self- 
isolation.’? Instead, he said, youths 
should grow through contact with nature, 
the achievements of humanity, other 
persons and God. 

An outdoorsman in his youth, the pope 
stressed communion with nature. 


‘“sMAKE TIME for this! Do not miss 


it! Accept, too, the fatigue and the effort 
that this contact sometimes involves, 
especially when we wish to attain 
particularly challenging goals. 


“Such fatigue is creative and also 
constitutes the element of healthy 
relaxation which is as necessary as study 
and work.”’ 


Pope John Paul encouraged youths to 
examine questions about the meaning of 
life and death and to realize the 
importance of living a moral life. 


‘“‘THE CONSCIENCE is the most 
important dimension of time and 
history,’’ he said, urging youths to know 
and live the Ten Commandments. 


The pope emphasized the need to 
develop strong principles so young people 
might become ‘‘credible’’ adults. 


‘‘The moral personality formed in this 
way constitutes the most important 
contribution that you can make to life in 
the community, to-the family, to society, 
to professional activity and also to cultural 
and political activity, and finally to the 
community of the Church,’’the pope said. 


HE ASKED youths to consider 
vocations to the priesthood and religious 
life and reminded them that the call to 
priesthood in ‘‘the Latin rite is linked to 
the conscious and free choice of 
celibacy.”’

Raoul Wallenberg’s efforts to save lives 
during WWII is subject of two-part drama 


By Henry Herx 
NEW YORK (NC) — Raoul Wallenberg was a Swedish diplomat who mounted a 
daring rescue mission of Hungary’s Jews during World War II. What he accomplished 
with little more than wit and raw nerve is the compelling subject of Wallenberg: A 
Hero’s Story, a two-part dramatization airing Monday and Tuesday, April 8-9, 9-11 
p.m. on NBC. 


While others in positions of influence temporized or turned away from this crisis, 
Wallenberg acted to save lives by putting his own at risk. Although he operated under 
the cover of an accredited Swedish diplomat, there was little his neutral country could 
do if his diplomatic immunity were to be violated. 


OUT OF the 250,000 Jews remaining in Hungary when Wallenberg arrived in 
1944, more than 100,000 of them escaped death under the Nazis through his efforts. 
But he himself was seized by the Russian “‘liberators’’ of Budapest, and in the 40 years 
since then the Soviet Union has yet to give a satisfactory account of his fate. 


It’s ironic that Adolf Eichmann, the fanatic Nazi responsible for transporting 
European Jews to the extermination camps, is better known to television viewers than 
Raoul Wallenberg, the man who did his utmost to thwart those plans for mass murder. 
This well-crafted drama will help correct that imbalance by ensuring that at least one

BY THE summer of 1944, when Wallenberg began his 
mission, Hungary’s. government under Admiral Horthy 
had lost enthusiasm for its alliance with Nazi Germany. 
Within months, Horthy was overthrown and replaced by 
the Arrow Cross, a rabidly fascist organization .more 
amenable to Berlin’s dicates. 


Wallenberg brilliantly exploited the time’s political 
uncertainties and shifting lines of authority to bluff, 
bribe, cajole or bully officials into honoring the protective 
passes he issued on a massive scale to Jews in the name of 
the Swedish state. 


Jews with such passes were housed throughout the city 
in buildings that flew the Swedish flag. Assisting in this 
desperate humanitarian undertaking were the papal 
nuncio and other neutral embassies, including Spain’s.
